CROPS AT LACOMBE 


The travelling correspondent of 
thé Edmonton Bulletin writes his 
paper a8 follows from this point: 

Your correspondent is able to 
give a good réport of the crop out- 
look im. the Lacombe District. 
About 75 per odnt. of the oats and 

~ barley are already seeded. Spring 
wheat was sown on the Experim- 
ental farm on April 19th and 
equally early seeding was done on 
several farms in the district. Some 
fields have already sprouted and 


are looking fine. 
The farmers (in the district 
seem to haveflaunched heavily into 


winter wheat last fall and are pre- 
paring to repeat the act this year. 
Wheat which was sown on summer 
fallow has not done well, but that 
on breaking and old timothy sod 
is good. Probably ten per cent. 
of the winter wheat in the district 
is pronounced dead, but very little 
re-seeding has been done as the 
farmers prefer to let the -fields 


take their chances. 

Geo. Hutton, superintendant of 
the Kxperimental farm, told your 
correspondent that the experience 
of this year would go to show the 
value of a good firm seed bed in 
the raising of winter wheat. He 
estimates that. there will be an 
increase of from 20 to 25 per cent. 
in the production of the Lacombe 
district for this year. The feature 
of the crop situation on which be 
places great strese is that the soil 
is now in almost perfect shape to 
respond wonderfully to good grow-

The first case under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act was tried 


in the District Court -at Strath- 


cona last week. A man named 
Bares was-injured by a lamp of 
coal falling om his hand, from the.

applied for compensation. to the 
extent of half his weekly salary, 


but was refused. He brought the 
action into court through his. s6-:
